The church in everything, roy- 
alty but its shadow The spirit of English liberty, 
whenever it incited revolt against abuses, attacked 
tbe grasping element of tbe Papal hierarchy, and it 
never felt that it had achieved a substantial victory 
which did not diminish that over-shadowing power, 
and prevent its acquisition of real estate. S* vital 
was this regarded, so essential to the liberty of the 
citizens, that it was provided in magna chart a it- 
self, that great hill of rights of Englishmen, that 
lands should not thersaftcr be given in mortmain to 
religious houses — that is, to remain forever from or- 
dinary use and alienation. This statnte was evaded 
by the clergy through the system of leasing lands, 
to prevent which was passed the statute of 1 Ed- 
ward de ttris religiomt, (ceneerning priests) which 
forfeited to the crown lands taken in mortmain. 
Toe following is a copy of this provision: 

No parson, relupoo* or other whataorver body politic, ac- 
clesiastieal or 1 st, sole or asffragatn, shall bap ami sell any 
land- or tenemente, or under t e color of p i or lease, or by

This was again evaded by false actions and judg- 
ments obtained by collusion . whence titles railed 
common recoventt, which was met by another stat- 
ute, in the same reign. The next device to evade 
the statute was by conveying lands in trust for tbe 
use ot the clergy, to meet which Parliament passed 
aa act of forfeiture in the reign of Richard II, unlesa 
held by consent of the King. The compulsory fea- 
tures of nearly all the English acts of mortmain 
consists in the forfeiture of the lands to the Crown, 
which were grasped by the clergy in violation of the 
policy and law of the land. 

The lost general English statute on this subject, 
passed in tire reign of George II, a* well as the stat- 
ute of 13 Elizabeth, specially' designates what grants 
and devices shall fa lawful tor charitable uses, and 
invalidates every cenveyanee aud devise oat au- 
thorized by fho*e acta. To watch the t r eigy w 
been thc business of Parliaments, to save tneir lamis 
from mortmain, the business of the people, for cen- 
turies past, well is H, if it be not so for centuries to 
come. The great end to fa attained by this biO, as 
I have argued at length, is to divest the clergy of 
tbe power of control over church temporalities. 
Thc only modification of this bill I have beard sug- 
gested, authorises the bishop of the rfioceee to ap- 
point three trustees, -hould the congregation decline , 
to avail themselves of their legal privileges of ineor- ] 
porntion. This would, in my judgment, leave the i 
evil almost untouched. The result would be, that , 
that di-eipline which has compelled -to many con- j 
gregations to surrender their chapters, would be ] 
brought to bear upon them, to compel them to 
waive their rights under the bill, and allow the 
bishop to select his own trustees. This was the i 
very point which Bishop Timon wa* at last pre- 
pare i to yield to the Chnrch of 8t Louis. Of 
coarse the bishop would, in every instance, select , 
the most facile instruments, who wou'd fa invested 
with a nominal authority, but leaving the control 
still absolute in himself. To resist bis will woald 
require as much fortitude then as now, and how few 
congregations bnt would endure almost any priva- 
tion, rather than suffer as all resisting Catholic con- 
gregations have suffered.

I cannot resist the impulse to read one additional 
paragraph from the same letter, expressing the * u- 
timent of a vast body of intelligent Catholics through- 
out the land. He says: 

It is huihJv time that the Legislature should cast hr eve 

of rotnmi-se ration and protection upon us. by th* adoption of 
a law, putting * stop to thc sue rnashiasn is of lb* Biai.up* 
and Ca'Kolic clergy m general, specifying that nil church 
property should only be possessed by their right owners, the 

people who have paid fo. them. 

I will only add that this in bnt one of many 4mi- 
lar expression* I have received from the different 
congregation* in tbe State. And has it come to 
thti, that the Catbolic laity of our State implore it* 
Legislature to ••commisscrafe aud protect” them 
from ecclesiastical outrage* Wiil New York refuse 
ibis protection ? They have asked for bread, will she 
give them a stone' They have asked that she main- 
tains the spirit of her own laws, will she allow it to 
be borne down by the despotic poiicy of a priest- 
hood' 

I said in the outset of my remark* that this bill 
struck at no universal practice of the church. 

In France, tbe temporal administration of tbe 
church is in the council of Fabtufue, (Board of 
Trustees), who are chosen by the municipal coun- 
cil, the latter being elected by thc people in thc 
several communes. In part of the German State*. 
Belgium and other parts of the continent which 
have been nnder the French domination, the Catho- 
lic .emporalities are administered in the same man- 
ner by laymen. Thc same exists in Switzerland 
In France the clergy cannot accept donations by 
will or otherwtie for any benevolent establishment, 
without the sanction ot the government, and then 
to fa under the control of the civil power. 

Thus it will be seen that the policy which hae 
confiscated twenty-five millions ofproperty, belong- 
ing to two millions of American citiaens, to a half 
hundred priests, whose first allegiance is to the 
Papal See, is a policy especially reserved for repub- 
lican America! This otfehoot of afaol .than, which 
can nourish nowhere outside of Spain and Portugal, 
where deceased Protestant* are buried like dogs, if 
buried at ail, where the torch of persecution ia ever 
lighted, lias been transplanted, baa grown, and 
flour .shed on the soil of freedom ’ This is the po- 
litical paradox of the age. It is deep y implanted, 
and already begins to overshadow tfa state. Eut 
one question ti unsolved: will yon now lay the legis- 
lative axe to the root of this Upas; or will you 
leave it to be uptorn at a futnre day by the storm 
of Revolution?

Negi ies did not sell us readily aa on test court 
day. The money market was very tight and inter- 
est ruled high. From the long spell of ooid weotfar 
and scarcity of food, tfa stock through the country 
looks bod, and some have died. A considerable 
amount of produce haa been shipped here from Cin- 
cinnati. 

For some time a call has been published in tfa 
Flag, requesting a meeting of the Democracy to- 
day. to appoint delegates to the State t'onsen too.

referred to the Committee on Commerce. 

A bill granting three years’ extension of credit 
for duties on railroad iron was taken up, Mr Junes, 
of Tennessee, speaking in favor of the bin. 

Washington, Feb. 9 — Semite. — P rivate bills, in 
large number*, passed without debate to-day. 

Some thirty other bills were also passed. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of Mr. 
Benjamin’s motion to re-consider the vote for the 
passage of the bill for the payment of the claimants 
of the brig Genl.
